Henry Smith, a Member, Shot 
by the Police. 
Fort Wayne, Ind., July 7.—T he l»»ng 
expected climax t<» th»* unenviable no 
torlety achie\e»l by th»* 
hast Side 
gang" cam» when llenrj Smith, twen­ 
ty-two years old, was shot through 
the heart and instantly killed by a 
police officer. 
The band of r o v .d ie s 
Of which lh«* dead man was a member 
for three years has terrorized th*: east 
ern part of the city near the corporate 
limits. 
Various assaults on citizens 
and polic«*men have been common, and 
not long ago Smith himself was only 
p raven ted from killing Patrolman Tay­ 
lor White, whom he had prostrated, 
by the timely arrival of another po­ 
liceman. 
Patrolmen John Greer and 
Charles 
Spillner 
were 
detailed 
to 
serve warrants on Smith and Andrew 
Beekner for assault and battery on an 
ice wagon driver. 
Both young men 
started to run. and the policemen be 
gan shooting to scare them Into sub­ 
mission. 
The bullet that hit Smith In 
the back and passed through his heart 
Is believed to have been fired by Pa 
trolman Greer. 
Smith died within a 
hundred feet 
of his lather s home. 
The patrolmen were nearly mobbed 
by friends and neighbors of the dead 
man before asdstanre came to their 
aid.
